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Cable car gets 


THE cable car spanning 
the Thames between North 
Greenwich and Royal Docks is 
launched this week. 

The Emirates Air Line opens to the 
public from midday on Thursday June 
28, and will have the capacity to carry 
up to 2,500 people an hour in each 
direction. 

It will operate seven days a week, and 
from 7am-9pm Mondays to Fridays, 
8am-9pm on Saturdays and 9am-9pm 
on Sundays. 

Passengers can touch in with Oyster 
pay-as-you-go cards, at a cost of £3.20, 
(£1.60 for children), or for £4.30 cash 
fare, (£2.20 for children). Passengers 
with Travelcards or other Oyster 
cards - including Freedom Passes - 
will be able to travel for the same 
fare but will need to buy a ticket from 
offices or vending machines at the 
terminals. 

A ‘frequent flyer’ boarding pass for 
regular users costs £16 for 10 single 
journeys. 

The gondolas reach a height 
of 50 metres - they are wheelchair 
accessible and each has capacity for 
two bicycles. 

There will be extended opening 


hours when there are events at the 
local venues - including The 02 and 
during the Olympics. Emirates, 
started work on the project in July 
2011. Emitates invested £36million 
in a 10-year sponsorship deal. It was 
initially not known whether it would 
be completed in time for the London 
Games. 

More than 50 people have been 
employed to operate the service, and 
nearly half of those come from the 
local area. 

Leader of the royal borough, Cllr 
Chris Roberts said: “It’s welocme 
news that the cable car has been 
completed in time for the Olympics, 
and it provides another way for 
visitors - and Londoners - to get to 
into Greenwich. 

“However, it is no substitute for the 
river crossings we need to build our 
economy including the Silver town 
tunnel to the Peninsula and Crossrail. 

“It’s essential to resolve the funding 
issues so that we can secure the 
Woolwich Arsenal Crossrail station. 

“It is vital to the future growth and 
success of the borough as a whole. It 
will bring new jobs and unlock huge 
potential for further development in 
Woolwich and further afield.” 


IT isn't just the cable car that's putting North 
Greenwich on a high - a new attraction 
gives visitors the chance to walk over the 
top of The 02. 

The Up at The 02 skywalk opened on June 
21 and includes a raised viewing platform 
at the summit of the arena's domed roof. 

Climbers are guided in groups of 30 on the 
190m long fabric walkway. 

The 90-minute experience is not suitable 
for children under the age of 10, under 
1.2m tall, or people over 20-stone. All 
tickets are £22.

SARAH Smit is keeping her 
Olympic torch as a family 
heirloom so that her hahy 
son can learn about her 
very special role in London 
2012. 

The 36-year-old from 
Blackheath is looking forward 
to the day when she can tell 
him all about her big day on 
July 21. 

Sarah is married to Graham, 
an IT worker from South 
Africa, and the couple have 
an eight-month-old son. “I’m 
so excited about carrying the 
flame,” she said. “I am going 
to buy my torch afterwards, 
because only the flame is 
passed from runner to runner. 
It will cost me £199, and I’m 
going to pass it down through 
the family. When my son is 
older he will be able to look 
back and be proud that his 
mum did this.” 

Sarah is the founder and 
artistic director of the Chain 
Reaction Theatre Company, 
which educates young people 


on issues such as 
drugs, sexual health 
and teenage pregnancy 
through drama and the 
arts. 

She’s been running 
the company, a 
registered charity, for 
18 years and was nominated 
by her dad Tony because of 
her work in building up the 
company, which she started at 
just 18. 

“It’s a real honour to be 
picked for this, and good to be 
recognised for what you have 
done. My proud dad, Tony 
Choppen nominated me. All 
my family and friends will be 
coming along to support me 
on the day, so I really hope the 
route I am given will take me 
past my home so they can see 
me,” said Sarah who lives on 
Shooters Hill Road. 

She added: “We do all 
sorts of theatre work with 
disadvantaged children and 
young people, aged five to 18, 
such as young offenders and 
those excluded from school. 

“We go into different schools 
and do performances on social 
issues, and afterwards we talk 
with the young people about 
the issues raised, and do 
follow-up work with them. 

“Over the years 340,000 young 
people have been involved 
with the company. We are 
only a small charity, with a

ROYAL borough residents are 
urged to check if they need a 
parking permit when the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games are on - 
even if they don’t have a car. 

Around 7,900 people - both residents 
and businesses - have already applied 
for special permits to park in the 
restricted areas during the Games. 

Residents and businesses with permits 
will be allowed in the parking protection 
areas that are being set up within a 
30-minute walk of the Games venues. 

But non-car users are also being urged 
to apply for a visitor’s permit if they 
expect to have friends, family and 
others calling on them. Existing visitors’ 
parking vouchers will not be valid. 

Games organisers LOCOG have set 
up a special website and are urging 
residents to: 


• CHECK your post code to see if you 
live or work in an affected area 

• FIND out how to apply for parking 
or visitor permits. 

• VISIT www.2012gamesparking 
permits.com and enter your home or 
business postcode 

• CALL the “check it” line on 0300 111

• REGISTER for a parking permit 
by July 14 to make sure you get your 
permit approved before the residents 
and business parking protection area is 
put into place. 

LOCOG is also reminding residents of 
the following: 

• The restrictions will be in place 
from July 27 to September 9 between 
8.30am-7pm, from Monday to Sunday. 

• The temporary parking restrictions 
will apply between the Olympic and 


Paralympic Games 

• Businesses are eligible for up to 10 
business permits. Businesses visitor 
permits are not available. 

•Free bays within CPZs (in the 
area of temporary Olympic parking 
restrictions) will be changed to shared 
use bays which means that the bays can 
only be used by a) anyone for 2 hours 
free parking at anytime but no return 
within 3 hours or b) permit holders and 
Blue Badge holders for any amount of 
time. 

• If you live in an affected area you 
should have been sent an information 
pack about the plans. If you haven’t,

LOCOG has also apologised that an 
information helpline did not go live on 
the day it was advertised.

A legacy 
of Hope 

Exhibition opens on famous 
Eltham-born comedian 


OLYMPIC visitors 
are encouraged to go 
to Woolwich for an 
exhibition on a famous 
son of Eltham. 

Bob Hope: A World of 
Laughter is on at the 
Greenwich Hertiage Centre 
on the Royal Arsenal from 
July 13. 

The exhibition has 
been been painstakingly 
produced by the World 
Golf Hall of Fame & 
Museum with the support 
of the Bob & Dolores 
Hope Foundation. It will 
appeal to fans of Bob Hope, 
golf and comedy lovers, 
nostalgia and culture 
vultures and is an ideal 
destination for people 
looking for something after 
visting the Games. 

Bob Hope was born Leslie 
Townes Hope in Eltham, 
in the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich, on May 29 
1903. At the age of four 
his family emigrated to 


America. He became one 
of the world’s most loved, 
endearing and enduring 
comedians, renowned for 
his one-liners, his films, his 
support of the American 
troops and of course, his 
love of golf. 

Bob kept an active interest 
in the local community 
and in 1982 he helped to 
save Eltham Little Theatre 
which was renamed the 
Bob Hope Theatre. The 
comedian was awarded the 
Freedom of the Borough 
in 2000 aged 97, and died in 
2003, aged 100. 

The touring exhibition 
is on until October 28 and 
will feature more than 
170 artifacts including 
his Bob’s KBE and CBE 
conferred on him by The 
Queen, as well as his 
honorary Oscar statuette 
and more than 200 vintage 
photos. Several video 
displays will tell the story 
about Hope’s early years 


as part of an immigrant 
family in the early 20th 
century and his rise as a 
star of stage, screen and 
radio. 

His daughter Linda Hope, 
“Our family is thrilled 
to have this exhibition 
on especially at such an 
exciting time. The World 
Golf Hall of Fame has put 
together some amazing 
displays that illustrate his 
humor, his love of travel 
and his love of golf. I’m 
sure that this exhibition 
will be a fun experience for 
both young and old”. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader 
of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich said: “Bob Hope 
is a famous son of Eltham 
and we are immensely 
proud of our connection 
with him. I hope the 
exhibition inspires people 
to visit our Royal Borough 
and enjoy some of the 
landmarks he used to 
grace.”

PRIMARY school pupils 
climbed “Everest” to raise 
money for vulnerable chil- 
dren across the world. 

All 550 pupils at Alexander

Mountain range scenery 
covered the challenging ramp. 
Reception, Year 1 and Year 

2 children had to run up and 
down the ramp five times each 
while Years 3, 4, 5 and 6 had to 
do six runs up and down.

Every child in the school 
managed to reach the summit 
and complete their challenge, 
even one boy, nine-year-old Sejdi 
Bici, on crutches! A confetti 
bomb was exploded after each 
year group completed their 
ascent, covering a distance of 
nearly 9,000 metres between 
them. 

The event was organised by 
learning mentor Jan Davis and 
teacher Kathryn Jackman. Jan 
told GT: “We had a wonderful 
sunny day and the children 
were fantastic. The Hope for 
Children charity supports 
vulnerable children in lots of 
different ways, mostly things 
we take for granted like a daily 
meal. 

“The children had been 
collecting sponsorship pledges 
from their families and friends 
and we were confident we 
would reach our £2012 target, if 
not smash it.” 

Casey Thompson, aged eight, 
said: “I was very excited but a 
bit nervous doing it in front of 
my friends and adults.” 
Nine-=year-old Shanoya Taggan 
said: “Climbing Mount Everest 
was great, I had so much fun.

‘Horse’ raises cash

A LIFE-SIZED 

racehorse made out of 
pruned hedging will 
help raise funds for the 
Alzheimer’s Society, 
the charity being 
sponsored by the new 
Mayor of Greenwich, 
Cllr David Grant. 

It stands in the front 
garden of the bed-and- 
breakfast house run by 
actor Robert Gray in St 
Alfege Passage behind 
St Alfege Church in 
Greenwich. 

And Robert is hoping that 
some of the thousands of 
people passing through the 
town to see the Olympic 
events in Greenwich Park 
will stop and have their 
photos taken next to the 
horse, in return for a small 
donation to the society. 

The topiary horse, 
complete with rider, was

“We call it Benson the 
Talking Topiary Horse 
because it has its own 
website and Twitter 
account,” said Robert.

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Free childcare places for two-year-olds 


SOMESOME two-year-olds in Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead are to benefit from free childcare 
thanks to a new early learning scheme. These 
neighbourhoods are among ten across the 
country which have been chosen for a pilot 
scheme to test out new ways of working with 
young children. At the moment all three and four 
year olds are eligible for 1 5 hours of free early 
education for 38 weeks a year. Two-year-olds 
from the most disadvantaged backgrounds in 
Abbey Wood and Thamesmead are due to start 
receiving free early education from September 


this year. It's a huge boost for hundreds of 
eligible two-year-olds who will get access to free 
childcare earlier than originally billed. Under the 
pilot early learning places in the participating 
areas of the royal borough will be offered to 
looked after children, and children whose 
families receive benefits such as income support 
and free school meals. This will be in addition to 
the current scheme for supporting vulnerable 
two-year old children across the royal borough. 
The most disadvantaged two-year-olds in other 
areas of the royal borough will be entitled to the 


places from September 201 3. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal Greenwich's cabinet 
member for children's services said: 'The 
royal borough recognises the value of early 
intervention for families, particularly in areas 
of deprivation. We have a good track record of 
working with our partners to deliver early years 
education and we welcome this opportunity to 
trial a scheme for younger children."

Building facelift creates new library 
and children’s centre 


THE royal borough’s 24th children’s 
centre was officially launched last 
week after a £1.5m facelift to a 
Plumstead community centre and 
library. 

The centre for under fives was built in 
an extension of the refurbished Slade 
Library and Community Centre. Now the 
new community facility in Pendrell Street, 
Plumstead, is known as the Slade Centre. 

The site was previously home to a 
community hall with a car park and 
a library in need of renovation. The 
two-year redevelopment included the 
refurbishement and extension of the 
old library and community centre and 
the creation of a new single entrance and 
reception area. 

The facility has now been brought 
into the 21st century with a colourful, 
modern interior, providing a wide range 
of services for young families. It now has 
a state of the art library with IT room, 
and self issue/return system, which like 
other borough libraries is now managed 
by GLL. 

The children’s centre includes an 
outdoor play garden, creche and stay and 
play group, along with a training room 
for a range of workshops and classes for 
new parents and people wanting to go 
back into work. 

The launch day was attended by many 
local families, along with Cllr Jackie 
Smith, the royal borough’s cabinet

member for children’s services and Cllr 
Peter Kotz, cabinet member for cultural 
and creative industries. Entertainment 
for the children included arts and crafts 
activities and a yoga workshop. 

Cllr Smith said: “Local children and 
families have played an active role in 
developing their new chidren’s centre 
and we have a wide range of activities 
and services to support local families 
with under fives.” 

The community hall is managed by 
the Glyndon Community Group with 
support from the royal borough and Cllr 
Kotz added: “So far the new Slade Centre 
has been a very popular venue for the 
delivery of a whole range of services and 
is an excellent example of partnership 
between libraries, Sure Start Children’s 
Centres and the Glyndon Community 
Group.” 

Mum Madeka from Plumstead Common 
went along with her two-year-old Noah. 
She told GT: “I’ve been coming here 
about six months. I come on a Tuesday 
morning for stay and play and it’s really 
nice that they hold different things for 
families on a daily basis. The staff are 
friendly and I use the library for my six 
year old daughter too.” 

Volunteer Allison Dunford was pleased 
about what her 18-month-old grandson, 
Reid, was learning by attending the 



“Reid enjoys all the activities here. He 
loves all the big space and especially loves 
coming for the painting and playdoh 
activities. He gets some companionship 
and learns how to socialise and interact 
with the other children.” 

She added: “It’s really worthwhile for 
families to come here. The toy library for 
example is great, families can rent a toy 
for as little as 30p and test out whether 
their child likes it before buying it.” 

Mum Jackie Walters took her two 
children, four-year-old Theodore and 
five-month-old Eden to join in the fun. 
She said: “The staff here are really 
helpful and welcoming, they make an 
effort to remember the children. My son 
took part in a jewellery-making class a 
while ago and made a necklace with his 
name on which he’s really proud of.”

A SHOPKEEPER from Plumstead 
has been prosecuted for selling 

counterfeit designer goods. 

The trader, Ms Salaymatu Thullah was 
caught out by royal borough trading 
standards officers after a test purchase of 
a Louis Vuitton ‘designer’ handbag which 
was a fake. 

The shop Quality Plus at 142 Plumstead 
Road, was raided by trading standards 
officers in March 2011 with the Glyndon 
Safer Neighbourhood Team and the Trade 
Mark holder’s agent. 

During an appearance at Bexley 
Magistrates Court last month Ms Thullah 
pleaded guilty to charges under the Trade 
Marks Act 1994. She was sentenced 
to a six-month Community Order, 
and an electronic tag for 12 weeks. 

A curfew was also imposed 
between the hours 9 pm and 7 
am and she was also ordered to 
pay costs of £520. An order to 
keep the confiscated goods was also 
approved. 

Goods seized included counterfeit 
bags, belts and shoes which were being 
illegally sold as branded goods from 
Burberry, Christian Dior, Dolce and 
Gabbana, Hugo Boss, Jimmy Choo, Levis 
and Prada. The fake haul also included six 
pieces of Versace jewellery, eight pieces 
of Louis Vuitton jewellery, 14 pieces of 
Bulgari jewellery and 34 pieces of Chanel 
jewellery. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
safety & environment said: “The royal

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THE redevelopment of Kidbrooke’s 
old Ferrier Estate is the borough’s 
biggest regeneration scheme and will 
eventually provide 4,000 new homes 
and hundreds of jobs. GT checks out 
what’s happening, and talks to some 
people who have already moved in... 



T HE development, called 
Kidbrooke Village, is one 
of the biggest housing- 
based schemes in Europe and is 
viewd as a major contibution to 
tackling the shortage of family 
homes in the area. 

The £1 billion regeneration project 
is being led by the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich in partnership 
with Berkeley Homes (Urban 
Renaissance), the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) and 
the Southern Housing Group and 
will take up to 20 years to complete. 

Already one in ten of the 2,400 
construction jobs created have gone 
to local people and there will be 
hundreds of permanent jobs created 
by the new retail and community 
facilities coming. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the leader of 
the royal borough, said: “We wanted 
to demolish an old estate and build 
a new community - a mixed and 
balanced community. We planned 
our vision by working with local 
people, and it includes a new 
healthcare centre, a hotel, shops, 
a supermarket, and restaurants. 
The new secondary school has been 
built on the site of Thomas Tallis. 
People who have already moved in 
are thrilled with the new homes. We 


are delighted with the progress so 
far on replacing what was a failed 
estate.” 

D ozens of families, including 
former Ferrier residents, have 
now settled in to the apartments 
and the three and four-bedroom 
affordable houses managed by the 
Southern Housing Group. 

Other houses are on sale to private 
buyers. The 109-hectare site will 
see six development phases, which 
will be set around a new park. 
This will create a green ribbon 
through the centre of Kidbrooke 
Village connecting the existing 
green areas of Sutcliffe Park and 
Blackheath. Across the entire 
development, only a third of the 
land is being developed, with 135 
acres of Kidbrooke 
Village dedicated 
to parks, sports 
facilities and 
public use. 

The plans also 
include a public 
square and 
open spaces. 

A six-storey 
hotel three- 
star hotel with 
around 100 rooms 
will be built off 
Kidbrooke Park 


Homes to buy and rent 


AROUND 700 people 
are already living at 
Kidbrooke Village in 
the 104 private and 
344 affordable homes 
now finished. Ne arly 
300 affordable homes 
have already been 
let. 

Southern Housing 
Group, in 
partnership with 
the Asra housing 
association, has let 
123 three and four- 
bedroom houses to 
families, many of 
them former 
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Ferrier Estate 
residents. Twenty- 
eight one and two- 
bedroom apartments 
have also been let 
to residents from 
Greenwich. Three of 
these are to people 
who needed adapted 
accommodation with 
showers. 

Dale Meredith, 
Southern Housing’s 
Development 
Director, said: “The 
stunning new homes 
at Kidbrooke Village 
are making a real 
impact in the area. 
Alongside rented 


homes the latest 
phase includes one 
and two bedroom 
flats as well as three- 
bedroom houses for 
shared ownership. 
These have proved 
extremely popular, 
with most now sold 
to local purchasers 
on household 
incomes of not much 
more than £20,000.

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THE UK’s three national 
dance companies, the 
i English National Ballet, 
Scottish Ballet and National 
Dance Company Wales come 
together for the first time next month, in 
the Olympic-themed Dance GB. 

The ballet spectacle kicks off the royal 
borough’s Greenwich Summer Festival 
on July 4, as part of the programme 
which runs until August 12.

Only Joshing, 
I'm a comic... 

THERE'S a fine line between good taste and bad. 

Top comedians spend their lives on the edge. 
Cross over and they shock, stray too far and 
they bore. The key is in finding a balance. Josh 
Widdicombe is still looking for his own path to 
tread but in the meantime he is funny and sharp. 

He engaged with the Blackheath Halls audience 
from the start, personable and relaxed. "Why is it 
we call it a gravy boat", he lamented, "when the 
liquid stays inside the vessel?" He gathers his 
material from everyday life, the small things that 
most of us miss. Our computers keep asking, 
send error report? "No thanks," he responds, "I'm 
no grass." The trips down to Argos, "guessing 
what might be stock - why don't they put what 
they have in the shop?" Or the miniature items 
you can find in the gift shops like, "rucksacks for 
guinea pigs who travel". 

A Devon lad by birth, the 29-year-old's rise has 
been swift, his first performance back in just 2008. 
His material has been good enough for both radio 
(Frank Skinner Show) and TV (Mock the Week 
and 8 out of 10 Cats) and he has gone on live 
tour with the best (Michael McIntyre and Shappi 
Khorsandi). While his structure is bare, the jokes 
keep on coming, they are clever and thoughtful 
and quick. His place is quite firmly in the middle 
of the road and for families and children he is safe. 
"What kind of house has nine rooms but no toilet, 
(Cluedo), and why don't the characters call the 
police?" 

The show fails to build to an out-and-out climax 
but the humour stays sharp till the end. 

"It's not tetris", he tells the waitress at 
Wagamama's when added to a party of three.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing.

The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property.

Our best weekend ever 
at London Youth Games 


THE royal borough had one of 
its best weekends ever at the 
London Youth Games, winning 
the girls’ judo competition, 
taking silver in the boys’ event 
and striking gold again in the 
boys’ handball.
